[Boston Transcript:] This is the 
story of a carload of eggs, and 
of ite more than doubling in price. 
Incidentally, it is an illustration 
taken from real life, of the manner 
in which the cost of the necessaries 
of life is often enormously increased 
to the cohsumer without any in- 
crease of remuneration to the pro- 
ducer, through artificial and arbi- 
trary manipulation by a series vf 
middlemen. 

ory begins out at Decatur, 
Ind., June 8. The eggs, 31) 
cases, had just been collected, quite 
fresh, from the adjacent hennerics, 
by the Decatur Produce, Company. 
That concern had paid the poul- 
try farmers something less than 24 
cefits a dezen for them, and on the 
day named it sold the lot to a whole- 
sale merchant in New York for 
24% cents a dozen. He sent them 
to cold storage. A fortnight later, 
on June 25, an enterprising peddle1 
bcught them for 25% cents a dozen, 
on a small margin of $218.25; but 
instead of hawking them around 
the streets ag wag his custom he 
held them for a rise. He held them 
until September 8, and then resoid 
them to the very merchant of whom 
he had bought them, for 29 cents 
@ dozen, thus making a neat profit 
without handling or so much as even 
seeing the eggs. An hour later the 
same day the merchant again sold 
them to another dealer for 80 cents 
a dozen. 

The eggs were now a little more 
than three months old, it having 
been just three months since they 
had originally been collected and 
sold in a lump for the first time, 
but they were still rated as “fresh 
eggs”—though some say that this 
was through inadvertence. The lat- 
est dealer had them examined, with 
the result that they were pro-

10. Eleven days later he sold them 
as “refrigerated seconds” to another 
wholesaler, at 31 cents, This dealer 
sold five cases to a jobber at 32 ccnts, 
and five more to another jobber at 
31 8-4 cents a dozen, and the ro- 
mainder of the carload to another 
wholesaler at the latter price.

Meantime they were sold and resold, 
back and forth, among speculative 
dealers, merely on paper; just as

er sold the eggs for less than 24 
cents, and the city housekeepe: 
bought them for 60 cents or more, 
and the difference went into the 
pockets of speculators.

But suppose that the In- 
diana company had sold the eggs to 
a New York wholesaler, he to re- 
tailers, and they to consumers. There 
would have been just four opera- 
tions, with three intermediaries be- 
tween producer and consumer.

Fixing up Defective Molars of School 
Children Brightens Wits. 

{Indianapolis News:] There has 
just been completed In the Cleveland 
schools an experiment to determine 
whether bad teeth have any effect 
on mentality. That they have on gen- 
eral health is already established, 
and this Cleveland experiment, 
lasting a year and a half, goes far 
to prove that the mental condition 
of a child—and, presumably of an 
adult—is affected by the condition 
of the teeth. The psych tests 
made after the teeth of the pupils 
who were submitted to the experi- 
ment had been treated showed an 
average gain in mentality for the en- 
tire class of 99.8 per cent. “In other 
words,” says the Outlook, “treating 
the teeth almost doubled the men- 
tal capacity of these children. They 
could do the same amount of work 
better and in much less time than 
before the test.” 3

PLAN FOR FUTURE. 

Profiting by its experience in the 
construction of the building at Sixth 
and Hill, the facilities of which were 
long ago taxed by the ever-increas- 
ing membership that flocked to the 
church as Los Angeles forged ahead 
in population, the church board has 
set out to erect a structure of a size 
ample to meet all possible future 
needs. The new edifice will cover 
its entire site, fronting 156 feet on 
Hope by 200 feet on Bighth, and will 
have a uniform height equivalent to 
five stories, there being that many 
floor levels in the portions given 
over to institutional work. Its main 
auditorium will seat 3500 persons. 

Architecturally the church 
follow the style of the Spanish 
renaissance, reflecting the liking of 
Southern Californians for this type 
of structure... Its dominating fea- 
ture wll be a splendid tower at the 
corner formed by the two. street 
fronts. This beautiful shaft will 
rise to the full height of 160 feet 
allowed by ordinance for steel frame 
buildings and will be one of the 
landmarks of the city. The main 
facades will be. enriched by orna- 
mental details in terra cotta and 
stone. There will be two handsome 
Spanish doorways on the Hope- 
street side, and an arcade on Eighth 
street. All flat wall surfaces will 
be faced with brick. 

A large Sunday-school depart- 
ment, including many class rooms, 
is previded for in lans for the 
structure. There will also be social 
rooms, a dining-room, and a suite of 
rooms for the pastor.

Stating that it intends to appeal 
to Los Angeles county for a single 
franchise to cover all its operations, 
an application was filed with the 
State Railroad Commission last week 
by the Southern California Gas Com- 
pany, asking for an order prelimin- 
ary to the issuance of such a certifi- 
cate. 

The company states that it has 
been acting under various franchises 
in parts of this county since 1910, 
and that these franchises run for 
from forty to fifty years. Each of 


) them requires the applicant to com- 


plete construction within a period of 
three vears from the franchise date. 
and after that period to do no fur- 
ther construction, except upon fur- 
ther authority. 

This three-year period has elapsed 
in all of the franchises, says the ap- 
plication, and the company has 
asked for extension of time, making 
improvements under temporary per- 
mits. This condition is undesirable, 
says the company, and it wants to 
unify the Los Angeles county fran- 
chises to avoid delay in carrying out 
public obligations.

Some races have learned 
that the price of revenge is dearer than 
any nation of this day can well pay; and 
others have learned that empires are no 
longer hewed with the sword and cemented 
with blood. 

Each nation cherished dearly the conso- 
‘lation that it has fought a good fight and 
that its honor is unbroken. Better, far bet- 
ter, that each should feel so than that any 
before the sneering conqueror’s face should 
drink the tears of humiliation.

CAN IMMIGRATION. 

A dangerous, or at any rate, an un- 
pleasant situation may be forced on South- 
ern California by unrestricted immigration 
of destitute and often desperate Mexicans.

We have already many Mexican laborers 
in our State of industrious and law-abiding 
habits. Our agricultural industries in 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and the Im- 
perial Valley offer such many opportunities 
for honest work. We have no desire to 
discriminate against any well-intentioned. 
laborer. 

But there is another type of Mexican of 
which Los Angeles has already had some 
undesirable examples—hot-heads, revolu- 
tionists, political refugees,’ trouble fomen- 
ters — the kind that would as soon join 
Villa in a raid on this side of the line as 
cross over to help plunder the defenseless 
on the other. They do not go into the 
country to find employment denied them 


} in their own anarchy-famished land, but

Of course, if our borders were adequately 
patrolled we could at least prevent the an- 
archy of the southern boiling pot from 
slopping over into our own law-abiding 
communities.

RE WE LIKELY TO GO HUNGRY? 
Hunger moves the world. To ward off 
the remote chance of ever going hungry 
the greater part of the human race, year in 
and year out, performs incessant acts of 
toll, Probably no three words tell more 
dolefully to human ears than those express- 
ing the sequences of want: Hunger, fam- 
ine, starvation. — 
We have lately had brought graphically 
before our notice the degrees of hunger 
to which whole populations have been sub- 
jected in Belgium, in Poland, in Armenia, 
not only famine, but even starvation stalk- 
ing grimly through those devastated lands. 
We have seen how Germany and France 
and Russia and England have successively 
grown hungrier as the war keeps sweeping 
away their available sources of supply until 
the famine stage in countries larger and 
richer than Belgium or Armenia looms as 
a dread possibility under present world

and prosperity we have watched the price 
of life’a necessities creep up and up, until 
statisticians figure the dollar of three years 
ago has been reduced in purchasing power 
to 68 cents. And with the terrible want 
in lesg favored lands impressed vividly on 
our imaginations, with the pinch of higher 
prices felt in many American héuseholds, 
we have taken the alarm lest in the United 
States, too, the first stage of hunger may 
not shortly be reached in this, the greatest 
productive country in the world. 2 

The chances are, barring some unseen 
and therefore unavoidable catastrophe, that 
actual hunger will never touch the mass of 
the workers anywhere under the jurisdic. 
tion of the United States, Yet the alarm, 
and the consequent steps it will promote 
for meeting the menace; the spur it will 
afford to preserve better our food supplies, 


' to organige our markets and stimulate pro 


duction, will be a healthy tonic for a peo 
ple somewhat given to wasteful and ex- 
travagant practices. 3 

What we are feeling at present is not 
the pinch of hunger but the pressure of 
economy and if the practice of economy, as 
a result of the war and present difficulties 
with the weekly housekeeping, becomes in- 
grained in the American nation, our priva- 
tions and retrenchments will prove for us 
a blessing in disguise. 

But the main question of Interest is this: 
Are we right now as a nation actually feel- 
ing the sting of hunger? Is the amount of 
destitution throughout the United States 
above the norma! that prevails in any large 
eastern city under the cold hand of win- 
ter? Out West, at any rate, we are not 
suffering noticeably. We have no bread 
lines nor are jobs harder to procure here 
than they were three years ago. There is 
no surcease in our Christmas charity; in 
fact we are giving more liberally this sea- 
son than we have ever given before—not 
Only to our own poor but to the sick and 
suffering in every war-ridden country. 

Signs like these do not point to a nation 
going hungry. 

Wages, indeed, have in some quarters ad- 
vanced as fast as the cost of meat and 
bread and fruit and vegetables, and are 
likely to register a general advance every- 
where in the United States. Since in 
Los Angeles, as has been demonstrated, a 
married couple can live comfortably on $25 
a week, and a single man can ward off hun- 
ger on 40 cents a day, the problem of mak- 
ing both ends meet cannot yet be said to 
have become abnormally acute. Nor is 
there any falling off in the money spent on 
pleasure, sport, travel or amusement. 

Therefore it is evident that the picture 
of universal destitution, drawn by Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald in advocating an em- 
bargo on foodstuffs, is absurdly over- 
painted. Unusual climatic conditions last 
year, more than the effect of supplies sold 
abroad, have caused the present shortage in 
cereals, These disadvantages, unless out 
farmers are discouraged from planting 
larger areas to wheat and corn, will be 
more than offset by the harvest next sum- 
mer. In the meantime if wages are to be 
permanently increased, we cannot expect 
any great falling off in the price of food- 
stuffs, for this depends largely on the cost 
of labor. We may still have to practice 
economy, but economy is a long Way from 
hunger—it is indeed a pretty sure antidote.

Does history record, within the 
elapsed period of forty-five years, 
any change in the nature of mankind 
which augurs a universal change of 
heart, or any change in the spirit of 
Germany which argues a new-born 
magnanimity there? Belgium is the 


answer. 

Germany's peace proposals may be 
diplomacy; they are not war. 

Every nation, like every individ- 
val, in strife conducts two cam- 
paigns. One is external—the cam- 
paign against its encmies. The oth- 
er ig internal—its struggle with it- 
self. Occasionally there are sublime 
exceptions — exceptions like 
gium and 
nal campaign moves with a sweep 
so instant and so overwhelming 
that the internal forces are fused 
into one common choice of martyr- 
dom; the internal campaign has no 
time to develop. It is evtinguished 
at inception. But as a rule the two 
campaigns are fought out together, 
each reacting on the other, fated to 
common victory or defeat. 

The United States fought those 
two typical campaigns during its 
Revolution. Our Federal Govern- 


power, not the purely offensive en- 
ergies of the combatants, must de- 
termine the issue. Great Britain 
and Frande, by reason of the spirit 
of democracy which informs their 
institutions, long ago abandoned any 
pretense of concealing from the 
world, or from their foes, the full 
extent of the internal 
they 
preparedness, lack of military sup- 
plies, increasing taxations, difi- 
culties of provisioning—upon the 
faint-heartedness which, allowed the 
least chance for growth, is so Mable 
to give way to a panic, decisive for 
defeat in the external campaign. 
Germany, under the military rule so 
admirably fitted for the appearance 
of discipline within and a bold front 
without, has been consistent in its 
concealment of every phase assumed 
by its internal, and equally vital, 
campaign. 
If every lesson of the history of 
warfare emphasizes the deduction 
that it is the nation apprehensive 
of the outcome which proposes ar- 
mistice, every study of contemporary 
Germany indicates that its ruling 
classes, from Kaiser to Junker, have 
peculiar and moving reasons for 
seeking to blunt both horns of the 
dilemma of defeat. Peace now, on 
any terms which would impress the 
German people with the idea that 


some compensation for their ex- 
haustive sacrifices, could preserve 
the Hohenzollerns from revolution’s 
dire consequences. Rejection by Ger- 
many’s foes of a peace proffered 
on the heels of Rumanian victories 
may convince the people that their 
leaders, seeking every honorable 
means of escape from implacable en- 


field and at sea, the German people, 
if the peace proposals be rejected, 
may be persuaded beyond any fur- 
ther doubt that they are ringed 
around with foes whose rancor will 
be content with nothing short of 
their destruction. Such a frame of 
mind would be the Ideal attitude of 
a people towards a war which must 
go on to victory or defeat. 

The peace proposals of the Ger- 
man ment, ostensibly ad- 
dressed to the conditions existing in 
its external situation, are designed 
to have their greatest effect upon 
its internal campaign. The design 
must fail, for Germany’s democrats 
will realize that in their hands, not 
in the hands of their military rulers, 
lies the salvation of the Fatheriand.
